A well-informed citizen of Ripley stated 
yeaterday that the property destroyed 
by the big fire ooald hardly be replaced 
for maeh leas ttian 9100,000. Thia figure 
is H little high, no doabt, as the lamber 
mills, the principal property destroyed, 
originally cost only $40,000. Tbey had 
been gre«tly improved, however. The 
present owners, Messrs. Killpatriok, 
Pritefaard A Blriqiatrlek, booght tha 
property at commissioner's sale, under a 
deerae of court, and got it at a bargain. 
Tbay bad only $18,000 laaaffanea, h is r»> 
ported, so their lose is a heavy one. 

The property destroyed consisted of 
the donble-bsnd saw mill, the largest on 
the Ohio river, the big planing mill ad- 
joining it, a smaller planing mill, a 
washboard factory, J. P. Parker's two- 
8t(M7 brick residence west of the mills, 
and Wm. Rady's reaidenee east of the 
mills. Mr. Parker's old foandry was 
, bnt the fire . department sue- 
in saving his machine shope. 
His principal business ia thu manufacture 
of tobacco screws. The gas works and 
old piano isetory were saved. The waab- 
board fuctory bad not been operated. 
The building was recently finished and 
the preprietora were awaiting the arrival 
of tlie machinery. It stood out on the 
bank ahnosi in front of the big sag mill. 
Oonsiderable lumber, mostly walnut, 
waa burned. About $6,000 worth of 
' stock, consisting of doors, sashes, frames, 
shutters, Ac, was deHtroyed in the mills, 
j The mill and lumber company had 
many orders ahead and was running a 
full force of hands. Over one hundred 
■people are thrown out of employment. 
I The oompany'a payroll amounted to 
' about Sl.OOO a week ami as this waH most 
all spent in the town for necessaries of 
life the Bipiey inerebania will feel the 
loss, too. 

I The mills will liltely be rebuilt, but 
' not on as large a scale as before.
